The Agency has completed its preliminary technical screening of your application pursuant to Section
33(H(4)(B)(@)(ID) of the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide, and Rodenticide (FIFRA) Act, as amended by
the Pesticide Registration Improvement Extension Act. The Agency has determined that your
application did not pass the preliminary technical screen and is therefore rejected.

Specifically, acceptable child-resistant packaging (CRP) data are required for this new strychnine end-
use product because it has an acute oral LDso less than 1.5 g/kg and the product is for residential use.
These facts together trigger the requirement for CRP in 40 CFR 157.22. No product-specific CRP data
were submitted or cited in support of this PRIA R300 application. This deficiency was communicated
to you in a 10-day deficiency letter dated 8/10/18. Your response to the 10-day letter included a
schematic of a product container, and a separate schematic of a bottle cap. These data do not address the
CRP requirement by documenting that the proposed product container meets the child-resistance
standards of 40 CFR 157.32. As a result, the CRP requirement remains deficient.

Any future submissions to the Agency will be considered a new application and subject to the full
registration service fee, as well as another initial content screen and preliminary technical screen.

You may be eligible for a partial refund as a result of your application’s rejection for failure of its
preliminary technical screening.
